As for the worst crime of all, the 
molesting and killing of little children, 
let the case serve as an example to all. 

There is in the Georgia Legislature 
a bill to strengthen the state’s laws 
against child molesting. Surely no one 
can argue against it! Surely there is no 
more despicable crime nor more dan- 
gerous characters than child molesting 
' and child molesters.

Toll Road Measure Is 
A ‘Must for Georgia 


The administration has shown po- 
litical courage as well as concern due 
the future of Georgia in offering the 
toll road measure to the Legislature. 
There is no doubt that such a super- 
highway is becoming an urgent need 
and that it cannot be financed out of 
present state revenues. 

The alternative to the State of Geor- 
gia’s acceptance of responsibility in 
building such a road is to drive tourists 
out of the state and to force them to 
seek alternate routes not through Geor- 
gia. At present most of the traffic from 
the Midwest en route to Florida still 
goes through Georgia. Already, how- 
ever, we are losing increasing numbers 
to Alabama. 

Plans are under way to coordinaté 
construction of such a road by several 
states from Florida northward. If Geor- 
gia officials are to be able to work with 
these other states, it is imperative that 
our state government be empowered 


to plan with them. The proposed turn-° 


pike bill would become effective only 
when such construction of a similar 
project by adjoining states became im- 
minent. 

We are in favor of this standby leg- 
islation. We are also in favor of get- 
ting construction under way on such a 
road at the soonest practicable time. 
Already much has been done. We must 
plan now for its earliest completion.

Easy to Pass Laws, 
Hard to Enforce Them 


The time may be near when a Geor- 
gian must show he has paid property 
taxes on his car before he can buy a 
license tag. 


The General Assembly may act this 


session on a measure to help check the 
time-honored sport of tax dodging by 
automobile owners. If passed, it would 
set up a uniform sliding scale of auto- 
mobile values based on price and age. 
No licenses would be issued until the 
owner produced a receipt from city and 
county tax collectors showing he has 
done his duty as a citizen and taxpayer. 

The proposal seems a good one and 
has the special virtue of bringing in 
revenue without new taxes. Property 
taxes are nearly as old as government 
itself, but the trouble always has been 
collecting them. Georgia has enough 
tax measures on the books to finance 
the state and then some, but lack of 
airtight enforcement procedure helps 
keep the government strapped.

The proposal to set aside all sales 
tax receipts for education has been 
tabled, much to the relief of educators. 

The measure was introduced by Rep. 

Mr. Ray, 
a tongue-in-cheek artist, said it was to 
placate those school people who are 
“hollering they aren’t getting all the 
sales tax money.”

River Commerce 
Is Resurgent 


The modern equivalent of steamboating 
may be just around the bend on the Coosa. 
‘The Alabama Power Company has applied 
for permission to build five dams along 
the upper river that, as an incidental bene- 

fit, could make the river 
navigable up to Rome. 
The Coosa is formed 
at Rome by the junction 
of the Etowah and 
Oostanaula and loops its 
way south via Gadsden, 
Near Montgomery it is 
joined by the Tallapoosa 
and becomes the Ala- 
bama. Under that name 
it runs past Selma to 
. its confluence with the 
Tombigbee. The river then becomes the 
Mobile and flows by fhe city and into the 
bay of the same name, and thence to the 
Gulf. 

The Alabama was made navigable by 
locks and dams years ago, but above Mont- 
gomery navigation is hazardous’ and _ in 
some places impossible. 


Alabama Power's request for new con- 
struction has as its prime purpose more 
electricity for the expanding Southeast. 
The company is a subsidiary of the South- 
ern Company, which also is the parent of 
the Georgia Power Company. The energy 
from the proposed dams could be made 
available to Atlanta as easily -as it could 
to the mills and plants of Birmingham. 
The navigation angle is a special added 
attraction to a long-range plan for develop- 
ing the valley, and the federal government 
must provide the locks. 

Navigation is nothing new in the varied 
and colorful history of Rome. The city 
once was quite a river port and a lot of 
cotton went south by water in the old days. 
Even now Rome has some of the tradi- 
tional aspects of river towns, including their 
Hollywood trademark, a big levee. 


The rivers of Georgia were the great 
highways of commerce and travel before 
the coming of the railroads. Settlement 
followed the valleys, particularly that of 
the Savannah. Steamboats were common 
in Augusta and Columbus during the season 
of high water and made it up the Flint to 
Albany, the Ocmulgee to Macon and the 
Oconee to Dublin and Milledgeville. As 
late as the 1880s there were steamers on 
the Chattahoochee at West Point, above the 
rapids between that city and Columbus. 


For many years Georgia streams were 
forgotten except for hydroelectric develop- 
ment and as convenient drains for the cities 
near their banks. Now they are coming 
back as navigable waterways. 


The Jim Woodruff Dam on the Apa- 
lachicola marks the beginning of the return 
of river commerce to the Flint and lower 
Chattahoochee, while Clark Hill on the Sa- 
vannah will help control the level of that 
stream between Augusta and the sea. 


Atlanta in the meanwhile sits high and 
dry on its ridge above the Chattahoochee, 
a rather neglected river capable of all kinds 
of development, including navigation. Army 
engineers have declared the project physi- 
cally possible, and the job now is to sell 
Washington on its economic feasibility. 

Not since 1836, when Sam Grayson 
brought goods by canoe from a point near 
LaGrange and unloaded them at the mouth 
of Peachtree Creek, has this section seen 
a commercial river cargo, and that was 
years before Atlanta was.

At his news conference after Mr. Brow- 
nell had fired his opening shot at former 
President Truman for keeping Harry Dexter 
White in office, the President exhibited only 
a vague notion of what the case was all 
about, but did express a ‘‘personal opinion’’ 
that President Truman should not have 
been subpoenaed by the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee. 

When he faced newspaper and radio 
correspondents a week later there was sus- 
pense in the air of the big room where 
news conferences are held. President Tru- 
man had spoken his piece and, the.day be- 
fore, there had been the very dramatic 
show before the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee in which Attorney General 
Brownell and J. Edgar Hoover, FBI direc- 
tor, had joined in a twin bill. The Attorney 
General was rather proud of his perform- 
ance. 

What did the President think about the 
whole affair now? Well, when asked at his 
news conference, Mr. Eisenhower said he 
would like to make it clear that he had not 
a single other thing to say about it. In- 
stead of commending his Attorney General, 
which many expected, he seemed to want 
to wash his hands of the whole affair. 

So those who created it, while he tried 
to stand aloof, are going to push ahead. 
They knew what they are up to. The issue 
was carefully devised by the man now rec- 
ognized as the chief political craftsman of 
the administration, as he was, in fact, of 
the Eisenhower nomination — Herbert 
Bréwnell.

Will deafness change one’s

Answer: Gradual deafness that 
comes on over a period of years 
may bring a sense of uneasiness 
and fear, but I doubt that it could 
change personality.

TV Creates 
New Light 
Difficulties 


By DOTTY LUNDY 


Sea spray green is the best 
background for televiewing, Miss 
Kaye A. Leighton, lighting spe- 
cialist from Cleveland, Ohio, told 
the Home Service Conference 
here yesterday. 


Television has brought up a 
whole new phase of lighting 
in the home, she pointed out. 
*‘A cool background provides the 
best picture against the cold 
screen,’’ she eXplained. “Using 
warm colors in the room tends 
to produce an after image in a 
sepia tone. Lighting should be of 
low brightness and high density.”’ 

In illustrating the vital role 
proper illumination plays in 
everyday activities, Miss Leigh- 
ton pointed out the hundreds of 
sewing machines women buy 
each year. ‘‘The first year they 
stitch continually, the second 
they work occasionally and by 
the third year the machine dis- 
plays African violets. There must 
be some reason homemakers tire 
so quickly of home sewing.”’ 

Miss Leighton puts the blame 
on the dim work area suggest- 
ing a wall base lamp about 12 
to 14 inches and to the left of 
the needle. She advises a spot- 
light for precise mending. 

Miss Leighton stressed that 
five lamps to a room eliminate 
the need for an overhead light. 
Table lamps should be tall 
enough so that the light source 
is approximately eye level. 

Miss Leighton, residence light- 
ing specialist with the lamp de- 
partment of General Electric 
Co., is a graduate of Western 
Reserve -University, where she 
studied at the Cieveland Art In- 
stitute and the School of Archi- 
tecture. During the past 18 years 
she has worked in advertising 
and technical publications.

4. Manuscripts are to be grad- 
ed upon historical value, style, 
and neatness. The term “War 
Between the States’ must be 
used,

entrants in December. He will 
furnish Georgia newspapers a 
serial story of the life of the 
poet for publication in January, 
Mrs. Toomey reported.

' On a metal sign on Highway 
85 outside Fayetteville, tourists 
read ‘“‘See The Margaret Mitchell 
Library.”’ 

Inside the town about a block 
from the square, there is a small 
white frame building named for 
the author of ‘‘Gone With The 
Wind.” 

To date there are over eight 
thousand books lining the 
shelves — in the main reading 
room and the childrens room— 
including the 80 given last week 
by the Atlanta Branch of the 
League of American Pen 
Women in commemoration of the 


November birthday of Miss 
Mitchell. 


When, after many setbacks in- 
cluding two fires, the women in 
Fayetteville pushed forward their 
plan to erect a library, it was 
the Atlanta author who gave 
them encouragement and inspira- 
tion. She gave them many books, 
cash gifts and the will to go on 
with their plan. 


CHARTER OBTAINED 


Finally when they got a char- 
ter, Miss Mitchell was named an 
honorary member of the board. 
With her consent the library was 
named for her. It was completed 
in September 1948. 

Although the library receives 


state aid for books, Miss Laura 
Thornton, the librarian, says its 
“really just a free will building. 
Everybody helps us.” 

The library is open three after- 
noons a week, Wednesdays, 
Thursdays and Fridays. There is 
an anr of quietness and charm 
about the place. The green walls 
are offset by white woodwork. 
There is a large gold framed 
picture of Miss Mitchell hanging 
in the entrance hall. ‘‘Mr. Marsh 
(John Marsh, husband of the 
author) sent it to us just a short 
time before he died,’”’ Miss 
Thornton explains. 


And quite appropriate, too is

E. Lee of the Confederacy. 

The library is county wide in 
its service and as Miss Thornton 
points out “‘we have something 
on just about every subject.’’

Transportation Leaders 
Hit Industry Controls 


By JIM- MONTGOMERY 

The sade annual Southeastern Transportation Clinic opened 
its two-day meeting at the Atlanta Division of the University of 
Georgia yesterday on the theme of ‘Government and Transpor- 
tation.” But the theme ‘was punctuated with strong discords as 
the performers, national leaders representing major segments of 
the transportation industry, leveled their guns at Federal and 
state regulatory controls and other operations affecting the in- 
dustry. 

The keynote speaker, Dr. Sidney Miller of the University of 
Pittsburgh, led with the trump card and the others followed suit. 
He warned that the Federal government must equalize its regula- 
tory controls on transportation and eventually eliminate its huge 
expenditures for promotion of transport facilities. Otherwise, he 
declared, the industry would finally wind up in a strait jacket. 

The property tax burden rests most heavily on railroads, he 
said, but the burden of income, excess profits and excise taxes 
is spread over all forms of for-hire transportation. 

Miller, who heads the university’s department of transpor- 
tation, pointed out that the promotion, regulation and taxation of 
the industry has been treated basically from a Federal rather 
than a state point of view. 

‘The other experts presented the viewpoints of the forms of 
transportation they represented. 

Jack Cole Jr. of Birmingham, president of the American 
Trackers Assn., decried a ‘“‘crazy quilt pattern of state laws tax- 
ing trucks and restricting their capacity to serve the public.” 
These laws are creating barriers to interstate commerce as 
effective as any to be found in Europe’s little Balkan states, he | 
said. 

After paying all the taxes paid by any American motorist, 
Cole said, the trucker is faced with payment of gross receipt, 
ton-mile, axle-mile and revenue ton-mile taxes. Departing from | 
his prepared text, Cole said he learned Wednesday that Ohio | 
has refused reciprocity agreements on trucking taxes with any 
other state. ‘“‘This action is particularly upsetting to the South, 
since its great industrial progress has been aided by the free 
movement of motor transportation,” he stated. 

E. George Siedle of Lancaster, Pa., president of The Associ- 


ated Traffic Clubs of America representing the shippers’ view- |

onymous in this country. 


Fulton Industrial Workers 

Fulton County in 1951 had 196,287 industrial workers drawing 
more than a half billion dollars in wages and salaries from 
11,138 business firms, according to the regional office of the U.S.

Significantly, Fulton County led all individual counties in the 
Southeast in this report on business activity at the county level 
and also accounted for 29 per cent of the total workers in Geor- 
gia, 34 per cent of the state’s payrolls and 23 per cent of its 
nearly 50,000 firms.

While an 
unidentified Duke lineman picked 
his teeth, Akins rushed by, removed 
the ball from the air just as Cox 
lifted his boot to kick it. Akins 
never paused until he’d ran 42 
yards to the Duke end zone. Touch- 
down No. 3. 

All this dynamite had been compressed into eight minutes of 
playing time. A 21-0 lead looked as good as stock in Ft. Knox, 
except that Tech had made Duke mad. The first eight minutes 
were one ball game and the last 52 were another, in which Duke 
hammered back, scored 30 points and won. 

There hasn’t been another game in the Tech-Duke series like 
it, and darn few in any series. There was a moral to the story, 
about ill-gotten gains, come easy, go easy, etc., but outside of 
that dubious benefit Tech came away with no profit for the day. 
It was Wallace Wade’s last stand on the job at Duke, and the 
solemn oid master passed out of the trade with honor. 


—Greatness Is Often One Player 


Enter the new era with Bill Murray, and now the Tech-Duke 
series is commanded by the two most famous smiles in coaching, 
Dodd’s and Murray’s. Only one of the smiles has been working 
this week, however. Dodd’s had been putting in overtime for three 
seasons, but that mood has been replaced by something grim 
lately. 

It is generally believed this has been caused as much by 
what is approaching as what has passed, In the first of the 
season it was figured that Tech might lose to Notre Dame 
and one of its last three opponents, Alabama, Duke or Georgia. 
Now it looks as though the Engineers might manage to lose to 
two of the last three, and who’s to say that Georgia has sur- 
rendered so soon? 

There’s this about the Blue Devils. They’re as tough as a 
boarding house steak up the middle, the tackles, Ed Meadows 
and Jesse Birchfield, and the guards, Bobby Burrows and Ralph 
Torrence, and the center, Johnny Palmer. 

Last season Tech whipped them in that sector, but they 
were throwing Hal Miller, Matt Lyons, Pete Brown and as- 
sorted friends into the action. They’re gone now, and students 
20 and 30 pounds lighter have replaced them. Tech stands to 
take its whipping in the line again Saturday. It’s the same as 
it-was against Alabama last week: You don’t lose your best 
tackle, best guard and best halfback and go on being great. 

That isn’t entirely in order, for Tech hasn’t been great this 
year, Greatness in a football team so often is determined by one 
man. Tech has not had that one great player this year. Roger 
Frey could have been the outstanding lineman, but he has been 
only a spectator for weeks. His pudgy 215-pound type is what it 
takes to whip a line like Duke’s. He’d have made some vast 
difference up front, for besides removing Frey from the avail- 
ables, another position was weakened to replace him. 


—The Tipoff Was the SMU Game 


Without subtracting anything from the contributions of his as- 
sociates, it must be said that Tech could have spared anyone last 
year rather than George Morris. He was that great player, leader, 
athlete whose type isn’t among those present now. There is much 
conversation about Tech’s flabbiness at quarterback. With the 
same personnel, minus experience and assistant Wade Mitchell, 
Tech was quarterbacked to a perfect season last year. 

You remove the great individual like Morris, and the big men 
up front, and you injure a key man or two and most quarterbacks 
will subsequently look far less exciting. 

The tipoff on Tech was the Southern Methodist game, that 
6-4 baseball affair. Only trouble was, hardly any of us caught 
on. We had to get slapped down a couple of times before we 
believed we'd been hit. 

Grit your teeth and get ready to be slugged again. With Frey, 
Franklin Brooks and Leon Hardeman, Tech might win this one. 
Without them, Duke probably will make like Grant Field is home 
again. Those Blue Devils love out there. They haven't been 
whipped there but once in five games.

NUTTY APRICOT LOAF 
1 cup dried apricots 1 cup sugar 
2 cups sifted flour 1 egg 
2 teaspoons baking powder , cup water 
1 teaspoon salt 2 cup orange juice 
% teaspoon soda 12 cup walnuts, chopped. 
% cup shortening 


Soak apricots in warm water for 15 minutes. Drain, 
cut into pieces. Sift together flour, baking powder, salt 
and soda. Cream shortening. Add sugar gradually, cream 
well. Blend in egg and beat well. Add water and orange 
juice and. mix. Blend in dry ingredients and mix thor- 
oughly. Fold in walnuts and apricots, then pour into well- 
greased nine by five by three-inch loaf pan. Push batter 
up into corners of pan, leaving the center slightly hol- 
lowed. For well rounded loaf, allow to stand 20 minutes 
before baking. Bake in moderate oven (375 degrees F.) 
60 to 65 minutes. Cool on rack for 10 minutes, then re- 
move from pan. Cool thoroughly before slicing.

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PINEAPPLE-FILLED COOKIES 
For the Cookies: 


142 cup shortening 14 cup crushed pineapple syrup 
1 cup granulated sugar 2'2 cups sifted flour 

1 egg 1 teaspoon baking powder 
%4 teaspoon lemon extract 12 teaspoon-salt 


For the Filling: 


113 cups drained pineapple 
' 4 cup granulated sugar 
1 tablespoon cornstarch 


1 tablespoon butter or margae 
rine 
1, teaspoon nutmeg 


To make the cookie dough, cream shortening with 
sugar, add egg, lemon extract and pineapple syrup. Sift 
in flour, baking powder and salt, and blend together. 
Chill dough (for easy handling) while making pineapple 
filling. To make the filling, mix drained crushed pine- 
apple, sugar, cornstarch, butter and nutmeg. Cook, stir- 
ring five to 10 minutes until thickened and clear. Roll 
out chilled cookie dough about 18 inch thick on lightly 
floured board. Using a doughnut cutter with center re- 
moved, cut circles from half of dough. Replace center in 
cutter and cut rings from remaining dough. Arrange 
circles of dough on ungreased baking sheet, place a tea- 
spoon of pineapple filling in the center of each circle, 
then top with ring of dough, pressing the outer edges to- 
gether slightly. Bake in moderate oven (375 degrees F.)
